ADVENTURES IN THE SKIN TRADE | $3.50 


Quite Early One Morning (see report P. 720- last Fall) and Under Milk Wood, 
thought in November 1953 to be his last work, have both proved that Dylan Thomas' fame 
is surviving his death, and that it is not confined to his verse. Now comes this col- 
lection of stories, presenting some pieces that have appeared in obscure “little mag- 
azines", some that have seen no publication in the United States, three never pub- 
lished anywhere, and a good half not included in any book publication. They stem 
back to the mood of lands of Dylan Thomas' imagining, and to his roots in Welsh lore. 
The title story, termed by the author a "novel-in-progress", regales with the encoun- 
ters of Sam Bennet, who comes to London to have things happen to him and claims he can 
count the straws in his hair with one hand. The imaginary lands of Llareggub and the 
Jarvis Hills put in frequent appearance; the witchery of changelings and friends of 
darkness intrude on mortal doings. And the clergyman struggles against the dark Owens 
in still other tales. Death, love, madness, crucifixion, powers, nature are woven 
into the fiery witchcloth of Thomas' writing.

The winner of the Prix Renaudot is an assiduous and assured demonstration of 

the traditional roman d'analyse and it is an intense world of encroaching and dissolving 
emotional relationships which is examined. Etienne, a young scientist, has been married 
for a little more than a year to Maia, the daughter of a famous poet, and comes with her 
to her mother's home where the legend of the dead man is carefully preserved by his widow, 
Brigitte. But Brigitte is in all ways an unnatural woman, and her household is one of many 
hostilities and hypocrisies revealed to him by Maia's younger sister, Paula. At first 
attracted to Brigitte- who is not above seducing her daughter's husband, Etienne shifts his 
interest toward Paula whose attachments until now have been with her own sex and who con- 
fides in Etienne the unhappy history of her father's affair with a young girl, and another 
sister's suicide, all carefully concealed by the worldly Brigitte and the shallow Maia. But 
with the discovery of Etienne's feeling for Paula, Maia shows a disconcerting display of 
feeling and takes her own life, and in so doing releases Paula from the bitterness of the 
past for a possible life with Etienne....

RAQUEL: The Jewess of Toledo $3.95 


This is actually the story of Raquel's father, the merchant Ibraham of Seville, 
who left Seville to become one of the privy council of King Alfonso VIII, whose campaign 
against Seville had been lost at great cost to the economy of Castile. Ibraham, now known 
as Don Yehuda, held a perilous post:- he had reassumed the Judaism he had been forced to 
abandon in childhood in Seville; he was disliked by the Christians who were jealous of his 
growing power and distrusted by his own people. But Alfonso found himself increasingly 
dependent on the man who was rebuilding the country's economy, financing his ventures, and 
striving to hold him to the period of peace he had agreed to. But then Alfonso falls in 
love with Raquel; and the spite of his queen, living in Burgos, turned against Don Yehuda 
and his daughter, and took its form in engineering a pact with Aragon and in preparations- 
for joining the Second Crusade by attacking the infidels in southern Spain - whose power 
proved again too great for the Christian knights. In the chaos that resulted, the Jews 
were once more the scapegoat, and Raquel and Don Yehuda perished by the sword. Feuchtwanger 
has brought new life to a little known story, and made an unseemly period of world history 
take on new significance. The story now and again bogs down in the trappings of scholar-

For as the weeks pass, they fill in the 
ledger of Evans' life, and take him from a shabby rooming house in Jamaica to the small 
Texas town of his childhood where Evans still retains the confident promises of his youth 
in the memory of his aunt, and Anna Lee- who had once loved him. And in so doing, incidents 
from his own life are paraphrased and Durgan's pursuit and the lonely anonymity of his 
profession become synonymous with Evans' escape.

THE NINETY AND NINE $3.75 


A novel by a leading Hungarian writer unfolds the experiences of a Jesuit 
father under his Communist controlled country, and whereas this is largely a dialec- 
tical discussion piece of political ideology and religious dogma, the fate of Father 
Janos- the ever-patient priest of invincible spirit- provides an intensively moving 
drama. Shocked by the excesses of the occupation, Father Janos’ despair deepens with 
the knowledge that his Church has failed his people, particularly the peasants. His 
Order dissolved by decree, Father Janos, having witnessed the defection of those he 
loved and served, is arrested and charged with conspiracy. Through the long weeks 
of imprisonment he shares his cell with the former Number Two, Comrade Leslie, ac- 
cused of "deviation" to serve an expedient end, for whom Communism was once an act 
of faith. In the interrogations which follow, Father Janos confesses in an attempt 
to save the others of his order- but the last betrayal is that of Father George who 
has joined the (Communist controlled) Priests' Peace Movement and chosen to sit in 
judgment at his trial. Both Leslie and Father Janos receive the ultimate penalty, 
but Leslie- now persuaded that "communism is not for man but against him” is brought 
back to Catholicism.... Perhaps for the early Koestler audience, but limited.

THE RIVER WITCH $3.50 


A bustling novel of impetuous enterprise and vicissitude returns to the mid- 
nineteenth century and follows the fortunes of Cordelia Riley, the daughter of a river 
captain, from the time when at 16 she runs off on her father's boat. Here she first 
meets the two men who are to chart her course, Pierre de Vries, a young pilot, and 
Josiah Callahan, a dashing adventurer- but there is disillusion too in the knowledge 
that her father is involved with a strumpet, Red Maude. Her decision to marry Josiah 
is confirmed by the knowledge that he loves her, but he goes off to war- and in the 
months which follow, her parents are killed. Josiah returns- with an obligation to 
Red Maude which Cordelia will not recognize; their engagement severed, she marries 
Pierre, who still pilots her father's boat. When Pierre is injured, it is Cordelia 
who takes the wheel and sets off with their baby- who dies of cholera. A changed, 
and hardened, woman by now, Cordelia rebuffs the world- proves however that a little 
warmth remains when she rescues a faithful Negro and is brought to trial. Josiah 
returns to take up her defense, but it is Pierre who proves to have the greater cour- 
age and in so doing, he wins her love for the first time... Many things figure here, 
love, lust, slavery, miscegenation along with the whim of circumstance- or is it 
coincidence?- and all combine to determine the resilience of the reader. Rentals.

JOURNEY TO SOMEWHERE $3.50 


In narrative form, Monsignor Carroll-Abbing gives what amounts to a rather 
generalized case history of childhood enduring and changing in the crucible of war. 
His little hero Gennariello had grown impulsive and independent and strong in a happy 
family in Naples. But first his mother died, then war came. Orphaned, on his own, 
he fought Germans, trusted Americans; involvement in a raid on an Allied warehouse 
faced him with the choice of an orphanage or prison. In the harsh atmosphere of the 
orphanage, where the director disliked him particularly, he hardened, but finally ran 
home to Naples and acted as a guide to Americans, Still searching for love and direc- 
tion, he stumbled onto Boys' Town, where he found what he needed to grow strong again. 
While the general story rings true, there is little depth of characterization here.

Nicaragua in 1855 finds John Sanderson coming from the jungle with 15 pounds of 
gold flake and ready, at 22, to return to San Francisco. But his fortune is stolen, he 
becomes one of Col, William Walker's filibusters, and he falls in love with Tarra Manning, 

a vexing young widow with a two year old son. In the fight of the Liberales against the 
Serviles, Walker works for the purpose of bringing Nicaragua into the Union; his Americans 
are actually fighting just as hard for the Transit Company and Vanderbilt and Harrison - 

and Morgan, and as they stop the whole army of the South, they create the miracle of the 
‘immortals". But their hero, once a physician, a newspaper publisher and a lawyer, and 

now a man in a hurry, lacks for lead for bullets; the new recruits are not as numerous as 
promised; his men know defeat and sickness; Tarra's father renounces his allegiance to the 
provisonal government and Tarra renounces John; and the awakening comes as they realize 

that Walker is for the secessionists conspiracy and heading for a slave empire in Nicaragua.... 
A bit of lesser known history, this has been accorded Teilhet's closest scrutiny and mirrrors 
the shifting trends of the period, the emergence of what might have been a great man, and

Kenworthy rides the damaging results knowing the pattern that had been formed 
when an old man taught her, at 10, the ways in which to woo a male, but when the pattern 
is followed again and Gretta succumbs to a stranger's admiration, he faces a future without 
hope - and he too suicides. Gretta returns to her headquarters, a bar, and her now well 
marked path.

Sack of Rome- 410 - this is a date every schoolchild learned. But what it was 
like to live in Rome at that time we rarely stopped to think. Nor did we consider the 
fate of the Roman general of Vandal birth, Stilicho, who halted Alaric for a time, but 
who was falsely accused and slain by the Emperor Honorius. This story is plotted against 
these facts of history, and in its course, one learns what Rome was like to a youth sent 
out from Gaul, Hilary, who became an intimate of the household of Stilicho, whose un- 
willingness to recognize the decadence of the Rome he'd worshipped almost caught him in 
its downfall, as his family had been earlier caught by the barbarian hordes in Bordeaux.

eeeeewhich sours quickly under Texas skies takes Kevin Costello through the 
paces that make - and break. Closely linked to his father, whose success in contracting 
comes through his friendship with Luis Carvajel and an Anglo-Mexican association, 
Kevin succumbs to his "second class citizenship” with his father's murder, joins with 
Luis for vengeful as well as financial reasons, all the while a little bit in love 
with Luis' wife, the likable ex-whore Vivian. They ride the growing tornado of Texas 
business and expansion; they are unaware of the sharpening ambitions of Iuis' nephew, 
Alberto, whose police work takes in greater territory; Luis' murder puts a bloc in 
Kevin's marriage to Moana but puts him in the driver's seat during the bonanza years 
until World War II. Then it is Shannon Lothrop, whom he keeps in Dallas, and whom he 
wishes to possess as he has never permitted Moana to possess him, who takes up his 
time and who watches his piecemeal destruction until his town of Vega and its venal 
civic affairs blow wide open. On the spot at last, he realizes his shabby indulgences 
and civilized piracy, his power for good which has succumbed to easy charm, and the 
need to “come to terms with himself and the world in which he lives" - and finds 
Moana waiting to share his rehabilitation.

This is the detailed report of a survey conducted to determine, first, the under- 
lying reactions of Americans to "Communist conspiracy outside and inside the country", and 
second, reactions to "those who in thwarting the conspiracy" would also jeopardize the li- 
berties they seek to protect. The inquiry, conducted in 1954 by the Gallup Poll and the 
National Opinion Research Center, involved 6000 men and women, and precise procedures were 
followed to eliminate sampling only those eager to state an opinion. In addition, 14 civic 
leaders were selected from towns within a certain population range. All this indicates 
the thorough and resourceful approach. But only the tables and comparative conclusions 
can tell the intricate and occasionally startling story of the survey- which has certain 
limitations as well as more meaningful implications.

A major work of scholarship and intellectual courage, Mr. Allen's examination 
of Anglo-American relations during the period 1783-1952 should win the serious atten- 
tion of every student of history and everyone concerned with the future as well as the 
past of English-speaking peoples. No aspect of Anglo-American relations is left with- 
out some new insight; the facts are familiar but the groupings are original and distinc- 
tive. If any element stands out, surely this is Mr. Allen's freewheeling approach to 
the ideas and opinions of figures as diverse as Omar Bradley, Henry Adams, Truman, 
Balfour, Kipling, Churchill. The emphasis is political and economic, with only necessary 
generalizations or psychological or sociological factors- but the effect remains of a 
comprehensive and perhaps final estimate.

THE ART OF HAND WEAVING $2.95 


This is not strictly speaking a how-to book, but rather a basic background 
book which should stimulate creative invention through better understanding of what 
the weaver has to work with- the characteristics of yarns, the weave patterns, colors. 
The home weaver, the designer working with textiles, the stylist, teachers and students 
of handicrafts, all should find this interesting. An introductory section traces the 
evolution of weaving from the primitive shelter and carrier, to modern looms. The 
primary techniques - the contribution of the Renaissance weavers, the Orient, Persia; 
the mechanical developments; the changes in available materials- all related to the 
fundamental procedures. A loom, its parts and functions, are meticulously analyzed. 
Fibers, from the first uses of hair and wool to the synthetics (a table of yarn count 
is a valuable item for weavers). Then- leading up to philosophical basis of design, 
there is discussion of the foundation weaves, combinations and color values. Fully 
illustrated.

An account and analysis of five Soviet espionage rings, based on the now 
fully known facts, reveals not only a unanimity of purpose (in whi: Russia has regard- 
ed every non-communist nation as an enemy, even at the time that she was an "ally"), 
as well as a uniformity of method. And there is a further common identification 
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between the men who became informers- always from a sense of mission rather than mercen- 
ary gain. In these annals you will meet (not for the first time) Doctor Richard Sorge, 
perhaps the most successful single operator, who conducted his outpost in Tokyo for eight 
years; Colonel Zabotin, the genial Russian Military Attache, who used his headquarters for

The increased birth-rate and increasing longevity has become, for many, the 
most difficult and critical question of our time. Every 70 years the world's population 
doubles, and no foreseeable advance in food production can match the expansion of human 
hunger. The lack of adequate foodstuffs has caused in the past- and will again- the 
crowded living conditions which spread disease, sudden famine whenever a needed crop 
fails, and the desire for lebensraum which results in war. Mr. Sax attempts to sum up 
every aspect of this "demographic crisis".

A fast spin through the years of the man who more than any other has been asso- 
ciated with auto racing and who was a three time winner of the outstanding racing event- 
the Indianapolis "500". From his father Wilbur inherited a sporting outlook and he made 
his first appearance as a youngster behind a goat at a country fair. At 14 he got his 
first job; at 16 he became a mechanic- determined to drive the cars he worked over; and 
at 18 he built himself a "bag of bolts" which was put off the track. Through the '20's 
he was seen at many tracks from Indianapolis to Florida to California; he gave boat 
racing and flying a play; he came close to fulfilling a fortune teller's prediction of 
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his death within two years; and finally in 1937 he won his first big purse at Indian- 
apolis. During his later years, he salvaged the Indianapolis Speedway and became its 
President, survived a coronary, but lost his life in the fall of 1954 in a plane crash... 
The confidence and casual courage of this life with its precarious returns and often 
fatal results combines and offers a jaunty account.

& Hazard, Jacqueline THE LONELY SKY $3.95 


These are Bridgeman's peacetime adventures as a test pilot for the experi- 
mental Douglas supersonic craft Skyrocket and are preceded by his cub days in the Navy 
at Honolulu, the “exploded Sunday" of December 7, 1941, and his service in the Pacific 
area. There he won distinction bombing Japanese installations at Truk and Saipan; on 
one raid he blasted a destroyer to bits. But the performances at El Segundo out-harrows 
any high noment in combat. Bridgeman hurtled past the sound barrier at inconceivable 
speeds; he set a new altitude record by climbing to 79,000 feet; he explored the treach- 
erous limbo which lies between sub- and supersonic speed; his Skyrocket was also experi- 
mentally dropped from a B-29. Terror was continuous for something threatened or went 
agonizingly wrong each time; experts proved the Skyrocket could not survive a spin - 
yet Bridgeman had to pull it out of one; blackoutswere a continuous menace; windows 
froze, making a landing impossible, fire broke out and instruments went dead; the plane 
balked and could not be controlled..... And as the reader finally ceases to admire 
Bridgeman's courage and marvels instead at the iron will with which he met the constant 
strain, so the detailed account of each moment in the air becomes itself less of a 
suspenseful thrill and more of a strain. Almost too tense, prolonged and circumstantial 
for the layman, this will doubtless enthrall the air-minded, young and old. Illustrat- 
ed with photographs.

Four incidents of survival as much as escape come out of the Korean war, 
based on Air Force records and have more than their share of enterprise, endurance, and 
of course courage. Colonel Schinz of the 5lst Fighter-Interceptor Wing came down to 
spend more than a month in an abandoned island village before he was rescued. Lt. 
Clinton Summersill and his observer mede a desolate march to freedom across frozen 
terrain; Captain Thomas, assisted by friendly natives, was entombed in underground caves 
for 83 days; and Shadduck, whose ordeal was perhaps the most severe, was shot down on 
his 80th mission, captured, and while the victim of only occasional maltreatment- was 
exposed to dreadful neglect. An infected wound was also infested- by maggots; he came 
together with five others, in a hospital, one of whom dies without medical attention;

Cheshire became 
more than a leader of men, he became an innovator in war methods, working on lightening 
the Halifax which so often went into a fatal spin, flying with the Dam Busters, doing 
low level marking.

A scholarly introduction to a broad field covers the theatre's extensive 
history from the Dionysian plays to Strindberg and presents several plays in toto for 
succinct analyses of general trends and particular dramatic structure. Mr. Downer, 
who views the dramatist as contributing a statement of old ideas in an arrangement of 
living, breathing life, maintains a good level of creative criticism in most of his 
definitions, as he tackles 'the art of the play' both in terms of theatrical presenta- 
tn and of inner structure. Greek plays, for example, were "focussed" dramas physical- 
ly and literarily. They were presented in strongly centered outdoor amphitheatres, 
their passage in time, space and emotional action is fashioned to bring all these 
elements to bear directly on the short presentation. On the other hand, Ibsen's Ghosts 
is an example of modern "keyhole" drama where the audience is allowed to sit in on 
private life, with their chairs a projection of the living room-stage and their eyes 
and ears witness to the common place, which, carried to logical conclusions brings 
its own dramatic force, as differentiated, say, from the patterned and exterior forces 
that propelled a Greek tragedy to its inevitable end. Through trends and viewpoints 
that separate these two extremes, here is pithy study material for the student-layman.

From Hellenistic Greece to the 20th century, this encyclopedic survey of the 
painting, sculpture, literature, architecture and music of main eras in Western civili- 
zation is a competent summary of artistic trends and their interrelationships with society. 
Mr. Fleming, who spproaches his material practiclly and systematically, divides the work 
into traditional periods- the Classical,- of Athens, Pergamon and Rome; the Mediaeval, - 
of early Christianity, Byzantium, monastic Romanesque and Gothic times; the Italian 
Renaissance; Venetian Baroque; Restoration London; 19th century eclecticism and so forth. 
Within each, discussion of works and artists varies in content and quality, from mere 
mention of a name or event to more critical appraisal of creations as true or false, 
practical or impractical products of their particular age. Fleming's differentiation 
between the 20th century organic architecture of Frank Lloyd Wright for example, and the 
more stereotyped glass boxes of the international style, is characteristic of the more 
extensive analyses in the book. A good introduction to western art, this does repeat 
much of what has been adquately covered elsewhere, but nevertheless forms a convenient 
and usable basic text for the field. Illustrated copiously with photographs of mentioned

THE PITILESS JUNGLE $4.50 


A successful director, scenarist and movie entrepreneur, Brom had what he con- 
sidered the startlingly original idea of filming in Darkest Africa itself a story depic- a 
ting the brotherhood of man within the all-embracing bonds of Nature. The outcome of all 
this hokum and egotism results in this book allegedly scratched off during Brom's random 
respites "on truck seats" or "under the shade of an age-old baobab tree". Brom, or rather 
John Hogarth as he calls himself in his third person narrative, landed in Africa with a 
party of 7 men and women, and they all met with the time-honored torments of Equatorial 
life- insects, wild animals and the petty rivalries of Colonial officialdom; they also 
encountered the natives, their "weird" customs and tribal dances. The author himself 
manages to get lost in the jungle but all ends splendidly- and Africa remains "unchang- 
ing, enigmatic, incalculable" although one can't see precisely why it is any of these 
things. Perhaps the movie, which will have the same title as the book, will be better

Haneko decided in marriage that happiness was a strong personality; classic style Aiko 
hopes to be a woman of good sense, prudence, faithfulness. The change in the concept of 
the individual, in the arranging or choice in marriages, in the role of woman is the

Set in the frame of fiction, with characters that are symbolic and a plot 
that rings a bit hollow, Dr. Lin Yutang attempts to formulate his conception of a world 
beyond the muddling of today ina world that has survived two more world wars, and 
inaugurated a new Democratic world Commonwealth, outside the limitations of national 
sovereignty. He makes the contact between this groping old world and an island commun- 
ity, dedicated to peace, isolation and immunity from world ills, exalting the virtues 
of culture, and surviving in a state of suspended animation with little or no govern- 
ment. There is, Lin Yutang seems to feel, something new offered in the ideals of Laos, 
his chief spokesman, but the less idealistic reader will sense the creeping virus of 
human nature, basically unchanged, as the various characteristics come out in all and 
sundry. The community, to this reader, has arrived at no sound formula for peaceful 
survival. It is an oddly unbalanced book, in which the parts,where Lin Yutang speaks 
through Laos, are better than the whole. Possibly the market is that of his devoted 
followers. I cannot see the book establishing any new goal for the world of tomorrow.

THE LAND THEY FOUGHT FOR Pre-$5.25; Post-$6.00 
Fourth volume in /ainstream of America series, this does for the Civil War, 
South, what is to be done by Bruce Catton for the Civil War, North. Accept, then, some 
of the strictures of inevitable bias, as Dowdey, Richmond in background, Southern in 
sympathy, traces the years of war from the "cold war" in thirty years of gathering clouds, 
to the tragic aftermath of "Reconstruction". The careful consideration of the viewpoints 
presented by men like Calhoun and Yancey provide insight into those years when abolition 
was not the issue, nor yet economic determinism. Fear of Negro uprisings came slowly; 
tariff and the Wilmot Proviso, the Kansas Nebraska Bill, and the Dred Scott case, Seward's 
"irrepressible conflict" speech and the paranoic John Brown with the Harper's Ferry raid- 
these were the nails in the coffin. Then came the walkout at the Democratic National 
Convention, Lincoln's election - and Secession. The history of the war years is high 
spotted by Dowdey's growing bitterness against the part played by Jefferson Davis, whom 
he blames for attempting to be his own military leader, for playing favorites, using 
politics as a major issue, and refusing to put the cause ahead of his own desires. Po- 
litically, says Dowdey, the war ended at Sharpsburg. Total war was let loose as Davis 
turned from habitual disillusion to disordered grasping at wan hopes. In the North the 
end of preserving the Union was forgotten in making the invasion successful, and while 
Sherman marched to the sea, mathematics caught up with General Lee. Dowdey's own hero 
worship is directed towards Stonewall Jackson and Lee, while his succinct characteriza- 
tions of other generals will be long remembered: John Pope, "loud-mouthed braggart"; 
Fremont, "foolish posturer"; "psychotic Bragg". While he fails to recognize the stature 
of Lincoln - accusing him of fumbling practices - he does call his assassination the final 
calamity to overtake the South, as the spoils-men and the haters seized control and the 
Confederacy was put under martial law. There's the gift of a story teller applied to 
the makings of history here.

It seems all to be here, if various tests I made can be depended on. A good 
many years of cross checking those parts of basic cookbooks dedicated to home preserving 
have combined to making most information accessible. This- in one volume- does all that 
should be necessary. Even to what makes things spoil- and how to avoid them. The one 
minor omission is intended only for the vulnerable housewifes- what to do if part way 
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through, you realize your jelly wont jell. Yes, it happens to the best of us: This 
text is divided into nine main sections:- Home Canning; Fruit Juices, Syrups, Purees;

The biographer of Leonardo da Vinci - and now of El Greco - turns from her 
role as journalist to her original training as an artist and an art historian. And 
the result, again in this book, is that the reader has the sense of being taken by a 
perceptive guide to the paintings, being shown them withheightened appreciation and 
understanding, and given their background in the life of the artist and his times. 
While little is actually known of El Greco's career, the basic facts are sketched in, 
and close study of the changes and development in his work, the inclusion of recog- 
nizable figures in his background groups, the weighing of the evidence of nistory and 
legend, combine to sift fact from fiction and leave what seems a sound portrait of 
the man and his world. From Crete to Venice to Rome to Toledo, where he put down 
permanent roots, one learns to see him through his work, and to appreciate more fully 
the rich heritage he left. The text is very liberally illustrated with over 100 
reproductions, in half tone.

Professor Siegfried is pushing 80, but his memorable America Comes of ‘2e, 
published in 1927, is still remembered, and what he has to say in this new appraisal 
of the American scene will be read with interest, concern and a salutary degree of 
indignation. A few such statements as these I quote will be lifted and argued: "In 
the American environment demagoguery does not lead to revolution- it rather acts as 
a vaccine"; "As Europe exists it must be defended but were it to disappear one may 
be sure America would consider it a cause of relief"; and - in discussing the degen- 
eration of the national spirit to a measure of exclusivism operating in "an atmosphere 
of police supervision"...resulting in "a certain optimum already left behind", etc. etc. 
There's plenty of tart cynicism in much of what he has to say- and plenty more that 
makes one weigh one's own too ready assumptions. He views the American scene against 
a past that Americans too readily forget:- our geographic heritage; our heritage of 
people- color, race, tradition; the religious aspects in the American make-up, ess- 
entially Protestant and Calvinist, separate from state but not from society. Speaking 
as a Frenchman, and doubtless as a Catholic, some of his assumptions in this partic- 
ular will rouse the ire of readers. He sees a nation less stable now than a half 
century ago, accepting standardization and conformity as a way of life, open to the 
pressures of publicity and propaganda techniques. His analysis of the labor situation 
is perhaps less informed than it should be- for here again some of his assumptions 
should be challenged, as will also some of his conclusions on the contemporary polit- 
ical scene. But the book has a healthy positiveness of approach that makes one do 
a bit of reappraisal of values. For students of economics - and for that audience that 
seems to relish books that take issue with the American scene. (LC: 55-7422)

WILLIAM LLOYD GARRISON AND THE HUMANITARIAN REFORMERS 


A skillful study of Garrison within the moral, social and political setting of 
the abolitionist movement. Though the necessary facts of biography are here, the empha- 
sis falls on Garrison as the guiding spirit, almost the embodiment of abolition. Garri- 
son's tangled and passionate nature is made to reflect the political forces he shaped 
and manipulated. His religious fervor and dedicated stoicism, ingrained from childhood, 
won the approval of powerful leaders in the upper social strata; his violent and rhe- 
torical journalism, with the uncompromising plea for the immediate freeing of the slaves, 
rellied elements that demended an extremist stand. Garrison's gore and thunder turned 
moral conviction into a national cause, while his program of non-violent pacifism stimu- 
lated the widespread, monied aid essential to the early growth. When war became a fact 
and abolition a crusade, Garrison's pacifists could shoulder arms as a "moral duty”. 

Mr. Nye has let his limitations of subject operate against giving more color and detail 
to minor characters in the story, or developing the psychological subtleties and domestic 
life of Garrison. The book needed this rounding out, though it provides superior reading 
in a limited panel of American history.

Jerome I. Case, known as the Threshing Machine King, was one of the wizards 
of American farm machinery who in the midel800's brought the Industrial Revolution to 
mid-western agriculture. Holbrook, adept at characterizing our industrial facets of 
history, supplies an anecdotal paean to Case, and a circumstantial (too circumstantial ) 
account of Case's heirs and the rube goldbergian equipment they have perfected. There's 
everything from a corn harvester which picks and gathers while it chops and scatters 
the stalk material for mulch toa "sliced-hay pickup and baler" and an "all-purpose 
combine which cuts and threshes" everything in reach. Case was versatile, hard-working, 
and practicable as the machines he invented. He had unbending pride in his craftsman- 
ship and travelled hundreds of miles to tinker the "bugs" out of a recalcitrant machine. 
When he failed he is said at one time to have set the machine afire. He was honest, 
taciturn, devoid of everything but commercial imagination. He despised display, indulg- 
ing only in breeding harness racing horses. He combined the instincts >f a farmer and the 
canniness of a Yankee businessman. With the prolonged sequel on the outgrowths of the 
original company, this rapidly loses interest, though possibly if Case himself had 
written the book he would have compounded the interest. A rather specialized market- 
this - for agricultural industrialists chiefly.

An encouraging outlook for all concerned lies in the pages of an economic 
analysis describing the main trends in our country during the last century and a half, 
comparing the systems of other countries and pointing to measures that will insure the 
success of our already prevailingly good economic circumstances. To enlarge his main 
thesis- that supply and demand must be kept adjusted in increasingly even rates, and 
his prediction- that, if all goes well, increased productivity will lead to far greater 
real incomes in the future, Wernette follows this outline: a preliminary discussion of 
the nature of prosperity highlights good conditions here, such as the wise use of re- 
sources, and adverse conditions abroad, for example the low social position of business 
men- that have either created or detracted from high standards of living. Following 
then with a closer look at American economics, Wernette presents the many facets of 
money behaviour, government and private policy and, with these as background, offers 
his own advice on the establishment of a functional fiscal monetary system, based 
primarily on private enterprise but involving necessary counter-cyclical measures to 
be taken by the government in times of need, to insure a slumpless economy. Not a 
highly original work, debatable as to its social values such as prestige, but a sincere 
attempt to show the practicality of good living.

For all readers who have found the Malabar Farm books the most rewarding of 
Mr. Bromfield's writings, newsof another book recording not only the latest of that 
fruitful experiment in reclamation in Ohio, but adding the little known data on his 
South American experiment, Malabar do Brasil, will indeed be welcome. One could wish 
he has been a bit more sharply selective - or allowed his editors leeway in delation 
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of repetitive passages and material, but despite the rather haphazard impression of ran- 

dom pieces brought together, the reader, at the end, finds himself greatly enriched by & 
the experience of reading them. He spologizes now and again for bursts of indignation 

about the inadequacies of his fellow farmers, the shortcomings of American youth, the 
inconsistencies of the government in interfering at the wrong times and in the wrong 

ways. But set against this the positive contribution Mr. Bromfield records of achieve- 

ment in conservation and restoration of soil, the success of the overall goal of reduced 

costs in labor and machinery, and increased yield, through green mulch, planting of corn 
stripped into cover crops, his new process of drewing air through hay to dry it, the 

immense success of his pig program, and many other contributions he has made- and he is 
entitled to occasional bouts of ill temper: Urban readers will find much of the baok too 
technical. But ell readers will enjoy occasional bits now and again, human interest, 

animal sketches - and the challenging sections about the experiment in Brazil. This will 

sell on the Bromfield name beyond the agricultural market where it actually should be

* While not in the class with Harrer's inspired Seven Years in Tibet, this will 
provide that market with another worthwhile exploration of a fabulous land. Dr. Migot, 
a much traveled Frenchman, whose interest in taking this journey was inspired by desire 
to study a faith at first hand, turned toward the close of 1946 toward the Eastern border 
of Tibet via Western China. His spiritual adventures and material misadventures, his pene- 
trating travelogue end individual opinions, combine to form a book which sparkles from & 


meny facets. The precision, wit and verve of expression as he shares his unique journey 
form part of the delight of the book. Traversing the far reaches of Sikang, he comments 
bitingly on the flourishing opium trade. In vivid terms, he reports "a slight case of 


banditry", which stripped him as well as the villagers in a desolate valley hamlet. He 
recouped some of his losses from the Governor of Sikang, anxious to save face. He enter- 
ed Tibet, and there in a lamasery received religious instruction, but,unable to accept 
the peace Buddhism promised him, felt goaded to continue his journey. He expounds the 
tenets of Buddhism; his view of the Tibetans is colored by his concentration on spiritual 
devotion, and he makes sn rttemmt on Lhasa itself disguised as a Mongolian beggar end 
accompanied by a bona fide pilgrim. Turned back, he seized a chance to reach Koko Nor, 
then Lanchow and Peiping. In the Ming Tombs, he was captured by Communists, and after 
three weeks behind the lines was freed unharmed. His comments are sparked by 2 decisive, 
vigorous mind. A book the serious traveller will know best how to evaluate. Translated 
from the French by Peter Fleming, who acknowledges this is the sort of journey he would

* The memorable voyage of the bark Endeavour provides even today one of the 
world's great adventures. Drawing heavily on Cook's own journals, Mr. Gwyther follows 
the voyage knot by knot around the world; the details are ample and delicious enough, 
and despite an occasional burst of rhetoric, Gwyther makes the most of them. Of the 
94 persons aboard, 38 perished, though Cook prevented death from scurvy, and set new 
standards of seafaring hygiene, as well as establishing a fair-if-firm policy that put 
an end to many of the abuses aboard English vessels. His chartings and discoveries, 
including tiny specks of land, New Zealand and vast portions of Australia, helped 
stake out a new empire for Britain. Cook's own courage bordered on the suicidal, and 
again and again he barely escaped disaster. He contended not only against the raw 
elements of nature but against the rapacious cannibalism of some of the aborigines he 
encountered, the whoring capacities of his own crew, the worms that ate the bottom of 
the Endeavour, malaria and dysentery, hysteria, lack of fresh water and adequate provi- 
sions - and the asinine conduct of his botanist, Mr. Banks. Here is one of the great 
sea exploits of the 18th century and it well deserves reviving. For armchair adventurers 
and solid historians as well.

The author of The Wilder Shores of Love (1954) continues her romantic interests 
in presenting The Memoirs of Harriette Wilson, which were avidly read in the 19th century. 
For Harriette was a successful Regency courtesan, whose life story was published in in- 
stallments, with an eye to blackmail (if you paid, you would not be mentioned and if you 
did not pay upon request, the mention was not favorable). Miss Blanch's biography of 
Harriette, a discussion of the oldest profession, and a montage of Harriette's period, 
sets the stage for the Memoirs which are not in the least pornographic and are rather a 
loosely strung series of episodes and personages, among which extracts from Harriette's 
professional friend and rival, Julia Johnstone's memoirs, ere interpolated and offset 
some of Harriette's assertions. "I shall not say why, or how, I became, at 15, the 
mistress of the Earl of Craven", so begins the chronicle, and continues to tell how 
Harriette whirled through the world of fashion, captivated Wellington, knew Brummel and 
Byron, was "far gone in love” with Lord Pensonby and devastated when he left her, fought 
a losing battle with the Beaufort family over her affair with the young heir, Lord Worcester, 
and, outliving her youth and popularity, descended to her malicious blackmailing. The 
prattle of a "small, giddy shade" has its curiosity value and often. gives some entertain- 
ing glimpses of those Regency rakes, their double lives, their cult of fashion, their ar- 
rogance and their privileges. The scandal value here has faded but it might appeal as a
